,"I hesitate to believe,” Senator Glass 
said, “that the President, who is so in 
the habit of thinking clearly and of 
applying his fine common sense to pub- 
lic problems, made the statement 
accredited to him by some of the news- 
papers with reference to State Depart- 
ment control of loans by hankers in 
this country to foreign nations. 

“Certainly it is incredible that the 

President supposes the Federal Consti- 
tution, in any of its provisions, con- 
fides to the executive branch of the 
Government the right to regulate for- 
eign commerce or, except in pursuance 
of treaties duly ratified by the Senate 
and the United States and Federal 
statutes thereunder enacted, to manage 
foreign affairs. 

“Hence the action of the Department 

of State, in assuming to establish a 


policy of approving or vetoing private 
bank loans to foreign governments, is 
incontestably extraconstitutional and 
without sanction of law. 

“On the contrary, the Federal Con- 
stitution confers on the Congress of 
the United States, in terms, the ex- 
clusive. power ‘to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations.’. And one of the 
most amazing aspécts of this alleged 
executive defense of the State Depart- 


loans is the statement, imputed to the 
President, that this Government control 
of private financial transactions was 
rendered necessary through a dread 
that Congress might, by legislative 
enactment, {naugurate a system of con- 
trol out of agreement with the judg- 
ment of the executive branch of the 
' Government. ’ 

“In short, the State Department, ut- 
terly without legal authority, sets up 
@ dangerous policy of espionage and 
moral control over private loans of 
‘American bankers to foreign govern- 
ments, and in justification can find 
no better excuse than to assert that 
it did it deliberately to prevent Con- 
gress, expressly charged by the Consti- 
tution with the regulation of such 
affairs, from instituting a different 
method of dealing with the problem.”

BY ENRAGED OUtTOR 


Man Aroused to Fury as 
Mrs. Young Brandishes 
Knife to Cower Him. 


HAS LIVED IN TERROR 
OF BLADES, HE SAYS 


Domestic Strife of Couple 
Here, After Beauty-Left Hus- 
band , Is Recalled. 


The strange romance of Mrs. Helen 
Young, pretty young wife of Samuel 
Young, 1409 Belmont street northwest, 
and Harry Gilmore; 27-year-old meat 
cutter, who until five weeks ago lived 
at 7 Fifth street southeast, ended Sat- 
urday in a rooming house in New York 
when Gilmore choked to death the 
woman he loved. 

A story, stranger than fiction, was 
told by Gilmore of his relation with 
Mrs. Young. For years the nightmare 
of his life has been the gleaming blade 
of a knife, he said. Although a butcher 
by trade, who dealt with knives every 
working day of his life, he shrank in 
horror from the implements of his trade 
and fainted on one occasion when 2 
fellow worker cut his finger. 

On Saturday the gleam of a knife 
fiitted briefly before his enraged eyes 
It was held by the woman he loved— 
Mrs. Young. T~~or stricker, he lunged 
at her and struck her. His fingers 
found her throat and when he left the 
room she was lying on the floor dead. 
Early yesterday he was arrested and 
charged with homicide. 


Born in Capital. 


Mrs. Young, known in. New York as 
Mrs. Helen Young Brandon, whose 
beauty led her friends to prophesy that 
it would some time cause her death, 
was born in this city. Her parents live 
at’ 28 Florida avenue northeast. 

She attended the Cleveland schoo) 
and was married to Young when she 
was only 16 years old. They had one 
child—Billy—now 10 years old, and for 
years their married life was happy. 

In 1925 Mrs. Young met Gilmore in 
Pittsburgh and became infatuated with 
him, friéfids said. She came to this 
city and separated from her husband 
A short time later she returned to 
Pittsburgh; and when she came back to 
this city Gilmore accompanied her. 

They went to’ the home of Herbert 
Edwards, 712 G street southeast, and 
rented separate rooms. Both seemed 
madly in love with each other, accord- 
ing to Edwards, and did not quarre) 
until early this spring. Then Gilmore 
became jealous because Mrs. Young 
gave a party for some friends. One 
night, after he had been drinking, Ed- 
wards said, he caught her by the throat 
and began to choke her. Edwards sep- 
arated them. 

A few days later Mrs. Young, then 
employed as a waitress in Child’s res- 
taurant near Union Station, told police 
that Gilmore was lurking outside the 


restaurant and she feared he intended 


to attack her. They arrested Gilmore 
and found a knife in his pocket. 


Weman Paid His Fine. 


When he was taken to court, the next 
morning Mrs. Young was waiting there. 
Gilmore was convicted of carrying a 


deadiy weapon and Mrs. Young paid his 
fine, according to friends.

Contest Between Vice Presi- 
dent and Hoover Predicted 
as Final Result. 


Administration Republicans are man- 
aging to find some measure of satisfac- 
tion in the political activities of the 
senatoria insurge.ts. 

As these Republicans, some of whom 
are for Hoover and others for Hughes. 
view the situation the most immediate 
effect in the preconvention campaign 
will be to weaken the presidential can- 
didacy of Frank O. Lowden. Such a 
tendency, they argue, may help to 
bring about the ultimate nomination 
of some one friendly to the present ad- 
ministration. 

With Hoover, Hughes and Dawes all 
showing a disposition to remain out of 
the preconvention contests, it has 
seemed a probability that Lowden 
would enter the convention with a to- 
tal of pledged delegates far greater 
than any other aspirant. Some of the 
Lowden boosters have predicted a Low- 
den. vote cf 400 out of a total of about 
1,100 on the first bahot. 


Do Not Like Lowden. 


The La Follette insurgents in the Sen- 
ate make no secret of the fact that 
they de not like Lowden, regardless of 
his espousal of the cause of farm re- 
lief. As a matter of fact the La Follette 
group did not sponsor the McNary- 
Haugen bill which was developed by 
Western farm leaders who, while radical 
on agricultural legislation, have not 
ordinarily been enamored of other legis- 
lative panaceas proposed by the La- 
Follette - Norris - Brookhart following. 
Most of the La Follette group voted for 
the McNary-Haugen Dill, but did so 
because farm organizations in their 
States were back of it. Some of them 
made no secret of the fact that they 
preferred other farm relief schemes of 
an even more radical character. 

That the candidacy of an insurgent 
Republican will injure Lowden is be- 
lieved by administration Republicans to 
be obvious from the fact that some of 
the leading insurgent senators come 
from States whch have been regarded 
as Lowden strongholds 

Senator Norris (Republican), Ne- 
braska, who has been considered as the 
probable candidate of the insurgents 
will cut in Lowden strength in Ne- 
braska, where Gov. McMullen ‘as been 
a” active Lowden supporter. If Norris 
were not a candidate, Nebraska would 
be expected to send a solid Lowden 
delegation to the convention. It 
already has been indicated Gov. Mc- 
Mullen is not disposed to make a fight 
agains’, Norris, but that he will pin his 
hopes upon swinging the delegates to 
Lowden after a complimentary vote 
has been cast for the Nebraska senator 

North Dakota has been regarded as a 
Lowden State, »vut th: insurgents be- 
lieve Senators Frazier and Nye can de- 
liver to Norris. Iowa has been considered 
in the Lowden column, but Senator 
Brooxhart (Republican), fowa, will exert 
his influence to swing its delegates to 
the Nebraskan. There are other Western 
States where similar situations prevail. 

If Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 
who is assuming the leadership of the 
insurgent group, should be its candidate 
his strength might not be so great as 
that of Norris in Nebraska, North 
Dakota or Iowa, but he would be ex- 
pected to cut into other Lowden ter- 
ritory in the West. Senator Borah 
voted against the McNary-Haugen . bill 
and is talking for compromise farm 
legislation, omitting the equalization 
fee feature. 

With the weakening of the Lowden 
boom the administration Republicans 
recognize that one effect may be to 
cause the Lowden forces to swing to 
Vice President Dawes and that the 
latter may then obtain other support 
which the former lUlinois governor 
would not get. Such a development 
would tend to narrow the situation to 
what many believe will be the final 
outcome of a contest between Hoover 
and Dawes.

SIAYING OF LEADER 


“Little Augie’s” Bodyguard, 
Himself Badly Wounded, 


Keeps Lips Sealed. 


5 MEN CARRY MURDER 
PLAN OUT CAREFULL ¥ 


Members of “Kid Dropper” 
Outfit Said to Have - 
Decreed Death. 


New York, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Con- 
fronted by the ‘wall of silence which 
surrounds gang warfare on the lower 
East Side, police sought vainly today | 
for the perpetrators of the murder of 
Jacob Orgen, gang chieftajn known 4s 
“Little Augie,” who was ambushed and 
slain by five gunmen in Delancey street 
last night. 7 

Jack Diamond, “Little Augie’s’” body- 
guard, was still in a critical condition 
with two bulets under his heart, but 
he would not tell detectives who had 


shot him and his chief as they strolled | 


along the crowded street. | 

Among the throngs that swarmed the | 
pushcart lined thoroughfare, police 
could find no one who recognized the 
Killers, three of whom trailed their 
quarry afoot while two operated the 
“gateway car.” 


Rival Gang Blamed. 


Despite this Teticence detectives 
knew that Orgen’s death was due to 
activities of the reorganized “Kid 
Dropper” gang which still exists al- 
though its leader was ‘slain on August 
28, 1923, by Louis Kushner, a member 
of “Little. Augie’s” gang. 

The rival gangs, whose members have 
been replaced as they dropped away, 
were openly hostile as early as 1923, 
when a lucrative business was enjoyed 
ny Nathan Kaplan, “Kid wropper,” in 
furnishing thugs for t> stion of 
strike: breakers. Soon “the dropper” 
evolved a plan of doubling profits and 
sold his services as a provider of guards 
to the strikers as well as substitute 
workers. 

To give both employers of his thugs 
sonre semblance of loyal support mcm- 
bers of “‘the kid’s” ganz would stage 
harmless, fake battles in which many 
shots were fired, but no one hurt. 

“Little Augie,” a rising power among 
E-:t Side gangsters, saw the possibili- 
ties of taking some of “the droppers” 
trade, Ey sadepa gang which 
competed with the ¢ organization 
in furnishing thugs in labor troubles. 


Death Is the Climax, 


This rivairy culminated in the death 
of “Kid Dropper,” who was shot as he 
sat beside a police captain in a taxicab. 
Kushner, his slayer, had slipped up-to 
the rear window of the cab and fired a 
bullet in the gangster’s head, a crime 
for which he received a sentence of 
twenty years in Sing Sing. 

Three weeks ago the enmity between 
the rival gangs broke out afresh when 
one of the “Kid Dropper” gang was 
killed In the street by gunmen, who 
also fatally shot a man seated on the 
steps of his home. “Little Augie’s” 
gang was charged with this killing and 
the leader's bodyguard increased its 
Vigilance. 

Last night the five gunmen rolled 
into Delancey street behind Orgen and 
Diamond. Three who had trailed the 
pair fired a fusilade, leaped into the car 
containing two aap aah tees and sped 
away.

lron Horse Exhibit Closes’ 
With ‘Test Run From Balti- 
‘more to Philadelphia.

Baltimore, Oct. 16.—A fitiing climax 
to the close of the Baltimore & Ohio 
centenary exhibition and pageent, dur-

He feels that this will im- 
mediately be required in view of the 
fact that some works, such as the 
Shannon,power scheme and beet sugar 
development, promise to become pro- 
ductive in the near future. It is ex- 
pected that it all will be taken up in 
Ireland. 

“If I deserve any credit,” said the 
president, “it is for forcing the re- 
publicans to enter the Dail and take 
up constitutional methods. That was 
the best day’s work I have ever done. 
The next step is their political educa- 
tion and I am surethat a couple of 
years of hard pariimentary work in the 
Dail and alter the views of a good many 
of them.”

This, of course, con- 
stitutes a technical violation of the 
rules for this event and the good doctor 
has returned the $5,000 to the London 
newspaper which awarded the money. 

Swimming the channel by boat under 
certain conditions is regarded as an 
ordéal, to be sure, but never as an

Being familiar with the haphazard 
conditions under which some swim- 
mers’ take their departure from the 
rocks at Cape Gris Nez, France, and 
the burglarious propensities of the pro- 
fessional’ trainers and witnesses who 
frequent the French littora! just there, 
I have occasiomally made bolc to sug- 
gest that some of the private success- 
ful channel swims might have been 
less successful if they had been less 
private I was especially skeptical 
about the success of M. Georges Mi- 
che], the portly Parisian pastry cook, 
who walked out of the water on the 
English side one morning. shortly 
after Trudy’s swim, announcing that 
he had just swum the channel in 11 
hours and something. M. Michel ts 
such a sedate igentleman in the water, 
and he had failed quickly in so many 
previous attempts attended by less pri- 
vacy, that I reflected, “Dr. Cook would 
have beaten his time.” 


And iast summer when 1 mentioned 
M. Michel’s great swim to Mme. Jean 
Sion and some of the other Europeans 
who had tried to swim at Lake George, 
N. Y., they laughed impolitely.. “His 
wife, she have to throw him the life 
preserver when he take the bath in the 
bathtub,” said Mme. Sion. 

When Trudy was training at Cape 
Gris Nez, Monsieur Michel made his 
ninth attempt to swim to England and 
returned to the beach after an absence 


of about five- hours during which he/ 


had covered perhaps four miles, weep- 
ing moistly about his failure. Mme. 
Michel was on, the beach to greet him 
and she wept also. They did not seem 
to know what the trouble was, but in 
the light of his amazing success a 
month later when the swimming colony 
had disbanded it would appear that 
Michel lacked only one essential for a 
successful swim, privacy. 

Although Dr. Logan explains that she 
made her claim solely in the interests 
of sportsmanship with the idea of 
showing how easy it is to put over a 
steamboat swim on the newspapers and 
the public, 1 am inclined to think the 
incident will establish her as the female 
Fred Fulton of the channel swimming 
racket which has come to be only a 
racket after all since Trudy crossed by 
hand. It is not wise to go out of one's 
way to make a mugg out of the public 
just to snow the public that it can be 
made a mugg of.

TRAINER TAKES BLAME 
I GHANNEL SWIM HOAX 


Dorothy Logan, Assailed by 
Critics, Now Regrets Her 
Strange Escapade. 


PUBLIC RESENTS ACTION 


London, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Dorothy 
Cochran Logan, the young London phy- 
sician, who confessed to hoaxing the 
public with her alleged swim across the 
English Channel, seems likely to reap 
much publicity but little credit from 
her attempt, as she put it, ‘“‘to show the 
desirability of establishing an interna- 
tional commission to supervise and 
certify all channel swims.” 

Alderman Wood,Mayor of Folkestone, 
today put in a nutshell the general 
view of the public of her escapade, say- 
ng: 

“I aprove of Miss Logan’s suggestion 
that there cught to be some board of 
control to verify the claims of channel 
swimmers, but I do not approve of her 
| methods of drawing attention toit. She 
might have done it in some other way 
The public doesn’t like being hoaxed.” 

Miss Logan herself now seems to real- 
ize the questionable nature of her pro- 
cedure. To a newspaper correspondent 
she said today: “I hate the publicity 
the hoax has caused, and now I realize 
that it was a foolish thing to do.” 

She added that she wished to apol- 
ogize to those who may have been hurt 
by her apparent acceptance of unde- 
served congratulations. 

Much surprise has been expressed by 
her colleagues at various London hos- 
pitals with which she is associated in 
her medical capacity at her strange 
procedure Her trainer, Horace H. Carey, 
gallantly shoulders the responsibility. 
He said today that he had organized 
the whole thing and that Miss Logan 
had no idea of the intended hoax, and 
that when he first suggested it she re- 
fused ta have anything to do with it. 

Preatdent Alexander, of the Channel 
3wimming Club, voices regret, because, 
he says: “I fear the public now will 
regard all channel swimmizg as open 
to suspicion and it will spoll the sport.” 

Press comment is also antagonistic. 
The News of the World, the periodical 
which offered the prize of £1,000 to any 
English .woman breaking Gertrude 
Ederle’s record, and to which Dr. Logan 
returned,the check, says in an editorial: 

“If Dr. Logam’s object was to benent 
British sport she has given a striking 
object lesson in how not to do it. 
She played unpardonably upon the best 
feelings of her countrymen. and 
brought under suspicion the efforts of 
all those who preceded her.” 

The Westminster Gazette declares 
that the whole thing “has a very un- 
pleasant flavor.” 

Miss Mercedes Gleitz, London typist, 
who made a successful swim of the 
channel a few days ago, declares her- 
self ready to make another attempt 
with the object of restoring the presige 
of women channel swimmers.

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REMUS COUNSEL AVOIDS 
INSANITY PLEA Tool 


Attempt of Prosecution to Get 
Statement Is Blocked by 
Attorney Elston. 


JUDGE WARNS DEFENSE 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Oct. 16 (A.P.).— 
George Remus has concluded his ar- 
raignment in criminal court and has 
left nothing in its wake except specu- 
lation over the vital question, what 
kind of a defense he will make to jus- 
tify the shooting to death of nis wife 
Imogene Holmes Remus. 

That the State’s attorneys attempted 
to force the issue was apparent, par- 
ticularly with regard to an insanity 
plea, but neither Remus nor his col- 


league, Attorney Charles Elston, gave 
any definite answer. 

Judge Chester R. Shook opened the 
question by asking Remus if he wished 
to plead insanity as an answer to the 
charge of first-degree murder. 

Attorney Elston answered the judge. 
He insisted that under the new Ohic 
statute the defense did not have to 
make an insanity plea until the “case 
came to trial,” if such a plea was de- 
cided upon. 

Prosecuting Attorney Charles P. Taft 
2d insisted that if such a plea was con- 
templated it must be made upon ar- 
raignment. Judge Shook called epee 
tion to the statute. 

Elston declined to accept this ar ite 
of the statute and stood upon his own 
interpretation. Judge Shook declined 
to make a ruling and concluded by 
saying he had done his duty in calling 
the statute to the attention of the de- 
fense. 

It is considered fairly certain that 
should Remus attempt to plead in- 
sanity when the trial opens, November 
1, that Prosecuting Attorney Taft will 
object and argue that the time for mak- 
ing such a plea has passed. 

The State will have for an ally Harry F, 
Brown, of Ford, Ontsrio, brother of 
Mrs. Remus, who has announced that 
he will remain in Cincinnati to aid 
the prosecution. 

Brown today ridiculed Remus’ state- 
ments that he is penniless and a re- 
port that Remus and Remus’ first wife 
were raising a $5,000. defense fund in 
Chicago. 

“Romolo Remus,” Brown said, “was 
recently paid $35,000”proceeds of the 
sale of the beer from the Freiberg & 
Workum distillery at Maysville, and 
George Remus recently received $11,000 
from Miss Blanche Watson, of Coving- 
ton, Ky., as his share of the proceeds 
from the sale Of certain whisky cer- 
tificates.”

COMMERCE CHAMBER 
COMMITTEES CONFER 


Former Gov. Parker Tells of | 


the Mississippi Valley 
Flood Conditions. 


West Baden, Ind., Oct. 16 (A.P.).— 
A statement amplifying the recent de- 
mand by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States for a #%400,000,000 
Federal tax reduction by Congress, 
, which last week brought from Presi- 
dent Coolidge the opinion that such a 
| figure is too high, was made today by 
'Lewis E. Pierson, New York banker, who 
is president of the chamber. 

The statement, denominating the in- 
| crease of 1 per cent in the corpora- 
| tion income tax in the face of mount- 
/ing governmental surpluses as unjusti- 
fled, “under any circumstances except 
war,” was made public by Pierson as a 

forerunner of consideration of the sub- 
| ject tomorrow by the meeting of na- 
‘tional councilors and the board of di- 
rectors of the organization who are en- 
gaged in a four-day session here. Pier- 
son pointed out that the $400,000,000 
figure was reached in a referendum 
among the 1,500 trade associations and 
chambers of commerce which comprise 
the national organization and empha- 
sized that the decision of individual 
groups was made with a full picture of 
Federal revenue and budget facts be- 
fore them. At Washington last May 
the national convention. of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce ealled attention to 
Federal surpluses and said their size 
indicated excessive tax collections. 


Cut in Levy Urged. 


This conclusion was extended by a 
‘committee which recommended reduc- 
| tion of the corporation levy from 13% 
per cent to 10 per cent, repeal of ex- 
cise taxes and discontinuance of the 
Federal inheritance tax. This prun- 
ing of Federal revenue, the chamber 
estimated, would reduce income during 
the first full year of its operation by 
about $400,000,000. 

President Coolidge, according to 
Pierson’s interpretation of his remarks 
at the conference of newspaper repre- 
sentatives last week, took the view that 
$400,000,000 would be a dangerously 
large reduction and would handicap 
the Government if a slowing down of 
business should also deplete antici- 
pated Federal revenue. 

“A reduction of the corporation in- 


against competition which is increasing 


from abroad, and thereby permit the} 


continuance of employment and pros- 
perity,” Pierson replied in this connec- 
tion. 

Taking the view that there doubt- 
less would -be little difficulty in hagr- 
monizing the President’s views with 
those of business men generally, he 
pointed out: “No institution in the 
country has been a more consistent or 
more courageous advocate of President 
Coolidge’s stand for economy in Gov- 
ernment expenditures than the Na- 
tional Chamber. The effort of the 
chamber has always been ‘toward econ- 
omy through efficiency in government.” 


Parker Urges. Flood Plans, 


President Pierson’s statement was the 
highlight of a day passed by numerous 
committees in polishing up reports for 
presentation at the general sessions of 
the councilors tomorrow. Tonight sev- 


eral hundred persons listened to a lec- 
ture by former Gov. John M, Parker, of 
Louisiana, on Mississippi Valley flood 
conditions and plans for rehabilitation 
in conjunction with his showing of 
moving pictures of the inundated areas. 

“The Mississippi -Valley asks, not for 
charity, but for single justice in the 
matter of scientifically working out the 
methods by which these flood disasters 
can be averted” former Gov. Parker 
said. ’ 

“America is going to need the Missis- 
sippi Valley—every square foot of it—to 
raise the staple products it is capable 
of raising for a population which we 
estimate will be close to one billion 
persons within the next century. It 
is imperative that this untold human 
suffering and gigantic economic loss be 
stopped if the development of this vital 
region is not to be hopelessly retarded.” 

Gov. Parker complimented the cham- 
ber upon its “unequivocal stand” for 
Federal legislation setting up a non- 
political, technically competent ma- 
chinery to work out the methods of 
flood prevention. He also paid tribute 
to President Coolidge for his aid and 
to Secretary Hoover of the Commerce 
Department and Secretary Davis of the 
War Department, for their work in 
alleviating suffering. Two committees

Once the proud mistresses of millions 
of acres of land, the rules of greater 
millions of people, and the possessors of 
untold millions of wealth, Dowager Ein- 
press Marie of Russia, Empress Zita of 
Austria. Queen Sophie of Greece, Queen 
Amelie of Portugal and young Queen 
Elizabeth of Greece are today without a 
roof or a bed they can call their own. 
Their return to their own homes would 
be sufficient to start an immediate rev- 
Olution. 


Saddest and loneliest of all five fugi- 
tive queens is Empress Dowager Marie 
of Russia, mother of the murdered Czar 
Nicholas, who, broken in body and mind 
over the successive tragedies she has 
borne, beginning with the assassination 
of her father-in-law, Emperor Alexander 
II, and culminating in the brutal mur- 
der of her son and his entire family, is 
spending the remnant of her tragic life 
in. Copenhagen. She was recently. re- 
ported to by dying. 

While the rest of the world has given 
up her son and family as irrefutably 
dead, the venerable empress insists they 
are still alive. At her window in Co- 
penhagen she still burns a small lamp 
so that, as she says, “Nicky will know 
I’m still awaiting his return.” 

Another woman soverign whose cup 
cf sorrow has overflowed is former 
‘Queen Sophie of Greece, who in her 
time has witnessed the assassination of 
her father-in-law, King George I of 
Greece; the death by a monkey bite of 
her eldest son, former King Alexander 
of Greece; the overthrow, humiliation 
and exile of her brother, Kaiser Wil- 
helm of Germany; the double expulsion 
and exile of her husband, the late King 
Constantine of Greece; the dethrone- 
ment of her second son, George, as King 
of the Hellenes; and more recently the 
death of her brother-in-law, King Fer- 
dinand of Roumania. 

Crushed by the adversity and anguish 
thet the world visits even upon queens, 
Sophie now goes despondently about 
Europe, laying her head wherever she is 


offered a friendly pillow by relatives or 
friends. She spends much of her time 
in prayer and meditetion in Florence, 
Italy, where her beloved “Tino” is 
buried, 


her brother Wilhelm. On other occa- 
sions she slips down to’ Bucharest to 
break bread with her throneless son, 
George, and his consort, former Queen 
Elizabeth. Most of these trips are 
financed by relatives or by American 
dollars acquired by Sophie’s brother-in- 
law, Prince Christopher, upon the death 
of his wife, Mrs. William Leeds, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 

Far removed from the scenes of her 
former power and glory, and supported 
‘by contributions from her adherents in 
Hungary, Empress Zita of Austria is 
living in exile with her eight children in 
the village. of Lequieto, Spain, in a 
house donated by the King of Spain, 
who is related to the Hapsburgs. Un- 
daunted by<reports that there is little 
chance of Hungary returning to a mon- 
archy, Zita personally is tutoring and 
training her eldest son Otto for the du- 
ties and responsibilities of a king: 

Zita, too, has tasted tragedy, After 
two dramatic and unsuccessful attempts 
ts regain the Hungarian throne, her 
husband, Emperor Karl, was deported 
to Madeira, where he died of physical 
exhaustion and a broken heart. Widowed 
and penniless, Zita lived a beggarly ex- 
istence until the King of Spain came t 
her rescue, 

Another crownless, countryless queen 
living the’life of a refugee is Queen 
Amelie of Portugal, who witnessed the 
assassination of her husband, King Car- 
los, in 1908, and who two years later 
was forced to flee for her own life with 
her son, King Manuel, on the eventful 
day Portugal was proclaimed a republic. 
Queen Amelie is now living quietly at 
Versailles, supported largely by family 
relatives and friends, 

Youngest and least experienced of all 
former occupants of queenly thrones is 
the once Queen Elizabeth of Greece, 
daughter of Queen Marie of Roumania, 
who, with her consort, George, forfeited 
the crown of Greece when that trou- 


bled country became a republic three 
years ago.

Trotzky and Zinovieff appeared at a 
side entrance near the speakers dais 
just as the band played Chopin’s fun- 
eral march soon after the opening of 
the session. They left Tauride palace 
as suddenly as they had come.

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Agricultural Interests to Meet 
‘November 9 in Effort to 
Agree on Legislation. 


(Associated Press.) 


After a summer of silence, President 
Coolidge is disclosing to his friends 
that he is giving the question of a 
sound agricultural relief policy his close 
| attention in anticipation of recom- 
'mendations to be made to the next 
| Congress. 

There are as yet no indications re- 
garding the President’s views, except 
a belief held by those who have dis- 
cussed the problem with him that he 
Is as determinediy opposed as ever to 
the equalization fee principle of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, which he vetoed 
last winter. 

With spokesmen of some farm or- 
ganizations still insisting this provision 
again will be demanded next winter, it 
appears the way to a compromse has 
not yet been found, but it is believed 
in many quarters that scme sort of 
conciliation will be effected. 

The viewpoint from which the Presi- 
dent has watched developments in the 
farm relief situation is not apparent, 
nor is there any indication whether 
his summer in the West gave him any 
new opinions in the matter. Secre- 
tary Jardine has been credited with 
working out the details of a new co- 
operative marketing measure, with a 
$300,000,000 fund to be loaned to farm- 
ers and cooperatives, but whether such 
a measure is being formulated under 
encouragement of Mr. Coolidge has not 
been disclosed. 


Watching Developments. 


The President is watching, however, 
the progress of various groups which 
are studying the farm relief question 
and has himself disclosed to Chester 
H. Gray, Washington representative of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, that the administration has be- 
gun an investigation as to what 
course should be pursued. The Presi- 
dent was told by Mr. Gray, whose or- 
ganization has been one of the most 
ardent supporters of the McNary- 
Haugen plan, that the fight for this 
measure would be carried forward 
next winter along substantially the 
same lines .as it was last session. 
There will be a disposition to accept 
changes, however, Gray added, but the 
principle of controlling crop surpluses 
and permitting the crops to pay their 
own expenses—which in substance is 
the equalization fee principle—will be 
demanded .without quarter. 

Changes which the McNary-Haugen 
supporters will accept, Mr. Coolidge 
has been told, will be a reduction of 
the revolving fund from $%300,000,000 
to peraps $225,000,000; selection by the 
President of the Federal farm _ board, 
the same as any Federal board is 
chosen, instead of from a list of can- 
didates nominated by representatives 
of the farmers, and increase or reduc- 
tion of the number of commodities to 
be affected or the application of the 
proposed measure to only one or two 
crops as an experiment. 


Early Announcement Expected. 


Some of the President’s advisers be- 
lieve he may soon make public his farm 
relief plan, in view of his recent in- 
clination to discuss the subject. Others 
consider it unlikely that any compre- 
hensive idea of what he’has in mind 
will be gained until he sends his an- 
nual message to Congress. 

In the meantime, numerous farm or- 
ganizations, as well as some business 
organizations, have notified Mr. Cool- 
idge they are canvassing the whole sit- 
uation.

Among the revolutionary heroes of the first 
rank was Thaddeus Kosciuszko, born February 
12, 1746. When the echo of the shot fired at 
Lexington reached the plains of Poland, Kos- 
ciuszko hastened, on borrowed money, to join 
the forces of Gen. Washington. Educated in 
the Royal Military Academy at Warsaw, a 
specialist in military engineering and fortifi- 
cation, he brought to the Continental Army 
technical training and experience of which it 
was in sore need. Original fortification of 
the highlands at West Point was the work of 
Col. Kosciuszko. He was the first to recom: 
mend that a military academy be established 
there. 

From 1779 till the end of the, war he served 
as chief engineer of the Army of the South 
under Gen. Nathanael Greene. At the end 
of the war he was commissioned a brigadier 
general for “his long, faithful and honorable 
services,” and was granted by congressional act 
a tract of land upon which the capital of Ohio 
now stands. He returned to Poland shortly 
thereafter, leaving a will in which he be- 
queathed all his American property for the 


purpose of purchasing negroes from slavery,“ 


setting them free and giving them an eGuca- 
tion, 

The Kosciuszko Foundation, forméd to keep 
alive his memory, is engaged in raising a fund 


to aid in the exchange of students and scholars

On this occasion, and in response to 
the message of the children of Poland, the 
teachers and school children of America have 
begun to raise pennies, dimes and quarters to 
endow at least one scholarship, to be known as 
the George Washington scholarship of the 
Kosciuszko Foundation. The income from the 
endowment will be awarded alternately to a 
student from Poland at an. American college or 
university, and to an American student at a 
Polish university. 

The matter of local participation in the fund 
will be brought before the Board of Education 
this week. A way should be found to make 
this possible, so that Washington children may 
participate in honoring the memory of a‘ great 
national hero, and also be made to feel through 
tangible and personal activity a bond of friend- 
ship with the children of Poland. 


AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE, 


Both sides have now been heard by the spe- 
cial committee of the Washington Chamber of 
Commerce formed to consider the advisability 
of a compulsory automobile liability insurance 
law for the District of Columbia.

LITTLE basket,of paper-shelled 
almonds repose here beside me 
on my flat-top desk and, strange- 

ly enough, as I eat looking at the dull 

brown coverings of the little un- 
blanched nut meats, they faded away 
into an unreality of color and became, 


suddenly, the haze of the blue sky 
over Valencia and Sicily, Bombay and 
Persia; they took on the brilliant hues 
of the street stalls of Syria and the 
glitter of Palestine. Bits of color and 
romance radiated from the sleek cov- 
erings of the little mouse-brown al- 
monds—bits of color that have. jour- 
neyed far from these distant lands to 
our. door that we may, with them, 
“grind the meal to make our bread.” 

No one has asked me for an almond 
recipe in particular, nor have I, really, 
any least excuse for remembering the 
pink of the almond trees in’ bloom on 
the far hillsides of the Mediterranean 
shores, but I am thinking of the des- 
serts made from the peach-like outer 
covering of the almond during its 
ripening season and wondering—at the 
moment—whether we should not find 
pleasure and interest én an almond 
recipe cr two in our column today. 

We have imported our almond, as 
we Lave our English walnuts, for many 
years, but of late, in true American 
fashion, we begin to experiment with 
this fruit and grow it on our own 
California coast. Almonds are used 
for more purposes than as a confec- 
tion. We cook with the meal and the 
paste of almonds and the oil may be 
used in a number of ways. 

Oil of almond is, as we are well 
aware, sold in compound in small bot- 
tles for flavoring just as vanilla is sold. 
Pure oil of almond, a product not un- 
like olive oil, although considerably 
more delicate and possibly more agree- 
able to the palate, is used by many 
for salads, cooking and baking. I have 
for our friends today two almond re- 
cipes which are not of the usual sort. 
One is for a small cake, a wafer, really, 
and the others a most unusual dish— 
almond omelet. Almond bread may also 
be made of this product. © Possibly we

Almond Omelet. 


Blanche a half cupful of sweet 
almonds and pound them with a heavy 
instrument until they are quite smooth. 
Beat four eggs lightly and add to the 
eggs four tablespoonfuls of cream and a 
pinch of salt. Heat an omelet pan, 
place two tablespoonfuls of butter in 
each side, and when melted pour the 
egg mixture into the hot pan. Cook 
slowly for about two minutes: Sprinkle 
the almonds over the surface of one of 
the halves of omelet, turn one side of 
the pan over the other, cook on each 
side for two minutes, remove from pan 
and serve at once, 


Almond Wafers. 

1% cupful butter. 

Flavoring of vanilla. 

4 cupful confectioners’ sugar. 

Few grains.of salt. 

1% cupful sweet milk. 

Scant cupful bread flour, 

Grated sweet almonds. 

Cream the butter and add the sugar 
slowly, then the salt. Add the milk as 
slowly as possible, not more than a 
drop ata time. Then add the flour and 
the flavoring.- Spread in a very. thin 
sheet on the bottom of an inverted 
roasting pan. Sprinkle over with the 
grated almonds. Mark in three-inch 
squares and bake in a very slow oven 
until delicately browned. Cut the 
squares apart with a sharp knife and 
roll them up while warm. They may 
be filled with whipped cream for serv- 
ing. 

We shall hardly have room today to 
go into detail concerning almond bread, 
therefore, suppose we at once type the 
recipe with duplicates and. mail it to 
any one wishing this delicacy. It is 
especially suitable to serve thinly sliced 
at afternoon tea or a supper party. 

We have on hand today some of the 
bouilli beef. It may be used in peppers, 
or prepared in ragout. Jellied vege- 
tables will serve nicely with either 
dish, and we have, I believe, had the 


recipe for this salad.

Meanwhile you should follow a 
sensible regime, eating wholesome and 
nourishing foods. It is not necessary 
to stuff or to eat heavy meals. You 
could benefit by drinking a quart of 
milk a day, taking it preferably be- 
tween meals. You should also eat 
cereals with cream, whole-wheat bread 
and butter and a quantity of fresh 
vegetables and fruits. 

Sports are excellent and, if not fol- 
lowed to the point of exhaustion, would 
certainly do you good and’ not harm. 
There is no reason why you should give 
them up.

German Leader. 


BERLIN FASHION SHOW 
IGNORES PARIS MODES 


Like Giant Peacock, Display 
Declares Independence of 
Other Countries. 


Berlin, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—A giant pea- 
cock in all his gorgeousness and van- 
ity dominates Germany’s great autumn 
fashion show here. 


The exhibit proclaims its independ- 
ence of Paris modes and manufactures, 
and all models bear “made in Germany” 
labels. Berliners have the vision of 
the German capital becoming the 
center of women’s fashions. 

Harking back to the plainness and 
severity of German society in prewar 
times, this comes as a sort of revela- 
tion. It also opens interesting specu- 
lations on the influence of militarism 
and democracy. As for American 
modes, a direct challenge to “American 
uniformity” is throwm out by Dr. 
August Koppel, who, addressing the 
leading German couturiers, declared 
“American inspiration to leadership in 
the world of fashion is wholly illusory.” 


U. S. Women Held Unfitted. 


Continuing his remarks on this topic,- 
Dr. Koppel said: “The American woman 
is entirely unfitted to create fashions, 
because of a puritanical kink in her 
character. In America woman reigns 
supreme, she does not need to pursue 
males, and she therefore needs no 
fashions as her armament.” 

Among the fashion accessories the 
handbags impress, because of their 
size.

FIRST OF 11 FLOGGING

Alabama Attorney General

That name, Walter John- 


son, is intriguing. That name 
epitomizes all that is good and true 
in a baseball player and in the 
same man in private life. It is 
inspiring. It breathes of goodness 
and pureness that has endured. 
Walter Johnson leaves baseball and 
he leaves behind him a record of 
achievement and conduct that has 
stamped him as one among thou- 
sands of colleagues who have blos- 
somed and faded from baseball and 
among others who still play.

President Griffith granted the 
request of Johnson with the same 
magnanimity that had actuated the 
famous pitcher in his asking.

Boycott Threatens 
Mardell, Light- 
weight C hamp. 


OLEDO, Ohio, Oct. 16 (A.P.).— 

The National. Boxing Association, 

with a membership comprising the 
athletic commissions of 24 States, 
opened a three days’ convention here 
today. with prospects of taking action 
to force Sammy Mandell, world’s light- 
weight champion, to defend his title 
against an outstanding challenger, or 
having a boycot raised against him 
in every State affiliated with the asso- 
ciation. 

Thomas E. Donohue, of New London, 
Conn., president of the association, was 
unwilling tonight to definitely say what 
action would be taken against Mandell, 
but intimated that he would recom- 
mend a boycott in the 24 States they 
represent unless Mandell agreed to 
comply with the mandate of the asso- 
ciation. 


Mandell has signed to box in 
Chicago on ‘November 14, but his 
- Opponent has not yet been selected. 
President Donohue says if Mandell’s 
foe is one of the outstanding chal- 
lengers and if the battle is fought 
at the-lightweight limit, it is likely 
the association will not attempt to 
enforce any severe action against 
Mandell. 


Walk Miller, manager. of Tiger 
Flowers, former world’s middleweight 
champion, will appear before the asso- 
ciation tomorrow in the interest of hav- 
ing Mickey Walker stripped of his title 
as middleweight titleholder. Miller 
claims to have a contract with Jack 
Kearns, Walker’s manager, guaranteeing 
@ return bout with Flowers within 90 
days in the event that the title changed 
hands when they met in Chicago last 
April, The title changed hands but the 
Georgia Deacon failed to get the return 
fight. Miller will present this contract 
to the association for action, 

The association is expected to make a 
concerted move to have the Federal law 
prohibiting the transportation of fight 
films from one State to another wiped 
out. The commissioners feel that. if 
boxing is legalized in the States they 
represent, the patrons of boxing in 
those States should be privileged to see 
the pictures of battles fought else- 
where. President Donohue is a candi- 
date for reelection and there is no ap- 
parent opposition, although Paul Prehn, 
a member of. the Illinois State athletic 
commission, also is a candidate.

Long - Expected Expansion, 
However, Is Still Tardy 
in Arriving. 


STEEL PRICES SAGGING; 
GRAIN SHIPMENTS GROW 


Oil Trade Is Steadier; Lumber 
Industry Improves; Tex- 
tiles Irregular. 


- 


New York, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Signs of 
gathering momentum were a little more 
numerous in the business situation last 
week, but the long-expected fall ex- 


pansion had not yet overcome the slug- 
gishness of ite start. Progress was made 
in many lines of industry, but in most 
Instances it was s0 slight that lines on 
the chart of commerce appeared almost 
horizontal. 

Business as a whole was surrounded 
by an atmosphere of marking time, a8 
if waiting for some major development 
which, in the view of some commenta- 
tors, might be the resumption of full- 
time operations in the Ford plants. 

The tardiness of the hoped-for im- 
provement of the steel trade was attrib- 
makers from the market for sheets. Sag- 
uted largely to the absence of motor-car 
ging price accompanied this want of 
buying. The inquiry for steel rails was 
brisk, but in September steel orders 
lagged behind shipments, with the ‘e- 
sult that unfilled orders held by the 
United States Steel Corporation at the 
end of the month dropped back to the 
approximate level of the close of July. 


Freight Loadings Still Lag. 


Shipments of grain and merchandise 
contributed to another increase in rev- 
enue freight loadings, but -the daliy 
average still was marked by failure to 
come up to the figures of last year. Soft 


coal production increased, following they 


end of the strike of bituminous miners 
in Illinois and Indiana, and there was 
a slight softening of prices in the Mid- 
dle West. Hopes were held out that 
striking miners in the Ohio fields would 
return to work in the near future. 

While there Was an increasing ten- 
dency in crude petroleum, the oil trade 
displayed little of the nervousness 
which it felt during the earlier months 
of the year. Overproduction undoubt- 
edly remains @ large factor in the Oil 
industry, but with concerted cfforts to 
combat it, there is less pessimism, and 
fewer references to the “crisis” are 
voiced. 


Improvement in Lumber Trade. 


Slight improvement was recorded in 
the lumber trade, both in demand and 
production. The figures both of the 
preceding week and the corresponding 
period of last year were exceeded. 

Textiles displayed numerous irregu- 
larities in output, as well as in price. 
The cotton goods branch was particu- 
larly unsettled in view of the wide and 
erratic fluctuations of quotations in the 
speculative cotton market. Retail sales 
were brisk, considefing unseasonable 
weather in many sections of the coun- 
try. 

Improvement in corn and _= spring 
wheat was set forth in government re- 
ports during the week, and prices were 
slightly under those of the week before. 
Exports in both grains lagged behind 
such shipments in the preceding period. 


Credit Situation Unchanged. 


There was little change in the credit 
Situation aside from a stiffening of call 
money rates toward the end of the week. 
This tendency, however, was attributed 
to the calling of loans by banks to meet 
temporary demand for funds for inter- 
est and dividend payments, rather than 
any imminence of a credit stringency. 

Due to the brief business week, bank 
clearings fell off sharply from the week 
before, but a substantial gain was re- 
corded over the corresponding period of 
last year, which also Was interrupted by 
a holiday. Bank debits likewise gained 
over 1926, and dropped away from the 
preceding week. 


WALL STREET BRIEFS 


New York, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Probability 
that Johns-Manville Corporation will 
absorb Certainteed Products Corpora- 
tion is the latest talk in brokerage 
circles, thus forming a basis fot a com- 
pany that ultimately will be the largest 
of its kind in the building material 
industry. Certainteed has been active 
in negotiations for acquisition of other 
companies. 


The sharp rise in shares of American 
Machine & Foundry Co. {is associated 
with the work of the company’s engi- 
neers on a new alloy as a substitute 
for solder, known as amaloy, which can 
be sold st one-quarter the cost of solder. 
Negotiations with several can manufac- 
turing companies are reported to be 
under way.

INFLUX OF NEW BONDS 
SLOWS UP GENERAL LIST 


Week’s Market, However, 
Holds Weil, Closing at Cur- 
rent High Level. 


MORE HEAVY FINANCING 


New York, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—A rush of 
new bonds after.the Columbus Day re- 
cess carried the wéek’s aggregate of 
new offerings well above the $200,000,- 
000 mark for the first time this month 
and the sixth time this year. The com- 
petition thus presented caused a ma- 
terial slowing up of the market for 
listed mortgages and a momeéntary 
check to the steady advance of prices. 


The bulk of the new orferings were 
in the form of foreign loans, dominated 
by the $41,500,C90 American portion of 
the $85,000,000 Brazilian issue, the $30.- 
000,000 State of Prussia flotation, and 
the $50,000,000 German Rentenbank 
bonds. All these offerings were well 
absorbed, the syndicates reported, re- 
flecting the current easy money condi- 
tions and indicating a fundamental 
soundness in both bond and money 
markets, 

™“he sudden spurt of new issues is 
expected to continue over into this 
week, as several loans of major propor- 
tions are understood to be nearing the 
offering stage. Among these one of 
the most interesting is the long de- 
layed loan to Poland, negotiations for 
vhich have been going on since early 
in the year. Much difficulty was én- 
countered in arranging the details, and 
the deal was reported several times as 
having been abandoned. The contracts 
were signéd in Warsaw late last week. 
and marketing of the $70,000,000 issue 
is expected within o few days. 

Prospective domestic loans. are 
topped by a $60,000,000 issue in connec- 
tion with an exténsive refinancing pro- 
gram of the Youngstown Sheet - & 
Tube Co.:- Retirement of bonds bsaring 
high itnerest coupons and replacing of 
7 per cent preferred stock with shares 
of a lower rate are included in the 
plans. 

In the face of the heavy flow of new 
securities, the listed market held up 
well, close to the high level established 
in the recent gradual climb. There was 
some profit taking, and doubtless more 
or less liquidation in favor of the new 
bonds, but no wave of selling devel- 
oped in any part of the list. Foreign 
obligations were the most susceptible 
to selling by holders who desired to 
shift a part of their investments to 
the new German and Latin American 
issues, 

The hight grade and secondary rail- 
roal lines moved in a horizontal line, 
closing the week with little change 
from the previous week-end. Mort- 
gages of telephone companies were the 
most popular among the public utili- 
ties, although some of the power com- 
pany liens were accumulated in moder- 
ate amounts. Industrials, with one or 
two exceptions, continued to move in 
a listless manner, with price fluctua- 
tions few and extremely narrow. 

United States Government bonds 
were traded in rather lightly at irregu- 
lar? pricés. The principal change in 
this group was in Second Liberty 414s. 
which began to decline on the expira- 
tion of the Government’s offer. of 
Treasury 3%s in exchange. Second 
Liberties got down as low as 100 1-16, 
duplicating their lowest quotation of 
the year, 

The week’s new offerings rose to ap- 
proximately $220,000,000 from the pre- 
vious week’s aggregate of about $76,- 
000,000. This compared with the rela- 
tively small total of around $15,000,- 
000 in the corresponding week of 1926. 


INSTALLMENT BUYING 
INCREASES IN BRITAIN 


London, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Great Britain 
is following closely upon the heels of 


the United States in acquiring the hahit- 


of installment buying, but A. M. 
Samuel, minister of overseas trade, has 
sounded a warning against the instaill- 
ment system for increasing the sales of 
luxuries. 

“Production and sale of motorcars, 
phonographs, radios, pianos and clothes 
on ‘tick’ is a trade system built upon 
sand,” he told a big chamber of com- 
merce mésting. “When the inevitable 
cycle of depression comes round, trade 
Will collapse and bury in its ruins those 
who have produced on ‘tick,’ sold ‘tick’ 
and bought on ‘tick’ goods. which 
neither earn their cost nor redeem 


themselves out of earning.” 


Mr, Samuel asserted that installment 
sales are a drug and “dope” to trade, 
He said that in America the system of 
pledging future earnings by installment 
buying could be indulged in because 
the Amer!:an people have “wealth to 
burn,” but he hoped the system never 
would reach any great proportions in 
Great Britain, particularly in the pur- 
chase of nonessentials and luxuries. 

Despite Samuel’s warning, reports in- 
dicate that installment buying of all 
kinds is greatly on the increase in Great 
Britain, particularly during the past 
week with the biggest automobile show 
the country ever has known !n progress 
at Olympia. The show's slogan is “Cars 
for Everybody,” and nearly everybody 
is buying them on “tick. Radios and 
furniture also are largely sold on in- 
stallments in Great Britain. The sys- 
tem is growing to such an extent that 
new companies are being er to 
| finance such buying.

Francois-Marsal Says French 
Tax Discourages Invest- 
ments in France. 


FOREIGN BONDS BOUGHT 


Paris,. Oct. 16 (A.P.).—Frederick 
Francois-Marsal, former prime minister 
and several times finance minister, is 
making an energetic campaign against 
enormous taxes on stocks and bonds. 
Taking as an example a unit of income 
of 100,000 francs, he asserts that if it 
is derived from the Railway Du Nord, 
the government in various taxes takes 
41,246 francs. If the dividends come 
from Thomason Houston, the imposts 
amount to 93,500 francs, leaving, 6,500 
for the shareholder. 

The purchaser of Kali Sainte Therese 
stocks, he points out, actually pays.to 
the government the whole of his 100,000 
francs dividend in transfer stamp 
duties, tax at source and personal in- 
come taxes. 

Francois-Marsal says that the disorder 
in investment tinance is due to the dis- 
tressing weight of anomalies of taxa- 
tion, which are discouraging savings 
and preventing investment in long- 
term securities. Thus are caused ac- 
cumulations of capital, which declines 
to take chancés on returns next -to 
nothing by being employed, and instead 
remains idle or seeks foreign securities, 
whose coupons may be cashed in France 
with a tax of 25 centimes, or kept 
abroad and not declared to the revenue 
authorities, thereby escaping tax al- 
together,

HIGHER LOAN RATE 
FOR GERMAN FARMS 


Joy at Prussia Bond Issue in 
U. S. Ils Dampened When 
Reichsbank Acts. 


Berlin, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—The satisfac- 
tion among the German farmers at the 
conclusion of the Prussian $30,000,000 
loan in America, about 68 per cént of 


» which is to be devoted to land develop- 


ment, was considerably. dampened by 
the almost simultaneous rise in the 
reichsbank rate to 7 per cent, and 8 on 


advances, which makes loans to farmers 
correspondingly more expensive. 

Alreacy, according to computation by 
Baron William von Bissing, of the board 
of the rentenbank, the total indebted- 
ness Of Prussian farmers to personal 
creditors amounts to _ 1,800,000,000 
marks, farmers, especially this summer, 
having bought on a large scale agricul- 
tural machinery on the installment 
plan extending over a period of years. 
This coincides with poor crops, so that 
the whole scheme to give the farmers 
a breathing space by converting short 
term loans into long term obligations 
appears to be gravely jeopardized. 

The financial portion of the Prus- 
sian loan allocated to land development 
is only about 86,000,000 marks which, 
according to the prospectus, is to be ap- 
plied to increasing thé acreage of 
arable land and to make the soil more 
productive so as to reduce the importa- 
tions of grains and fodder. 

The rentenbank itself recently placed 
a loan designed to assist the agricul- 
tural position, which, according to 
Baron von Bissing, is especially diffi- 
cult in the eastern provinces, of which 
east Prussia and Pomerania have the 
heaviest agricultural indebtedness. Be- 
cause of the money tightness he doubts 
even now whether the far-reaching 
projects elaborated by development 
companies to make German fens and 
moorlands blossom like roses are cap- 
able of accomplishment, 


Greyhound Racing 
Adopted in Orient 


Shanghai, China, Oct. 16 (A.P.).—The 
Orient is about to borrow a sport from 
the Occident—greyhound racing. A 
syndicate has been formed of business 


men of Shanghai, Hongkong cnd other 
Chinese cities to open a greyhound 
track. 

Permission has been granted by the 
Greyhound Racing Association, of Eng- 
land, for use of its mechanical patents, 
and racing in the East will be con- 
ducted in the same manner as that 
in the West. 

The first greyhounds will come from 
England, but attempts. will be made 
to breed them in China.

Perpetuates History of Cath- 
olic Orphan Asylum Incor- 
porated in 1855. 


MGR. C. F. THOMAS 
" PRESIDES AT SERVICES 


Father O’Grady Speaks of 
‘the Recognition Accorded 
Value of Play. 


Ola St. Joseph’s Orphan Asylum, 
with its background of more than 70 
years of service in the District, was 
perpetuated yesterday in the dedica- 
tion of the new St. Joseph's Home and 
School, Twenty-eighth street and Bun- 
kér Hill road northeast, at exercises 
conducted by the Sisters of the Holy 
Cross and the board of trustees of the 
achool. 

More than 500 persons attended the 
ceremonies, which were presided over 
by Mgr. C. F. Thomas, pastor of 
St. Patrick’s Church, and the chair- 
man of St. Joseph’s trustees. Addresses 


were made by the Rev. John O’Grady, 
director of Catholic Charities in Wash- 
ington; the Rev. John I. Barrett, arch- 
diocesan superintendent of education; 
and Judge William H. De Lacy, of the 
board of trustees. 

Father O’Grady declared ideas of 
child care have been revolutionized in 
the last quarter of a century. 


Value of Play Recognized. 


“We have a different understanding 
of the value of outdoor play and Or- 
ganized recreation for the city child, 
from 25 years ago,” he said. “Our ap- 
preciation of the influence of organized 
play on character formation has been 
quickened.” 

He declared the same change ap- 
parent in the attitude toward child 
health. “In times past,” he said, “we 
felt we were doing all that could rea- 
gonably be expected of us if we provided 
medical care for the child in serious 
iliness.” 


School’s Work Praised. 


Schools of St. Joseph’s character were 
lauded as “bulwarks of civilization” in 
Pather Barrett’s address: Judge De 
Lacy sketched the history of the insti- 
tution, from its incorporation in 1855 
to occupation of the Brookland site. 
He emphasized its influence on the 
child as “more that of a home than an 
orphan asylum.” 

‘Alluding to prevalent religious con- 
troversies, he declared that “no matter 
what little professors or big universities 
may say, Christ still is the guiding 
spirit of civilization.” 

The exercises opened with songs and 
drills by the children of the school.

MANGLED BODY FOUND 
ON RAILROAD TRAGKS 


Brentwood Carpenter Thought 
to Have Been Struck by 
Train for Baltimore. 


IDENTIFIED BY CLOTHING 


The mangled body of Claude M. 
Cousins, 64-year-old Brentwood (Md.) 
carpenter, was found early yesterday 
on the tracks of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, about 300 yards from the 
Brentwood station. 

The body was discovered by Charles 
Hemphill, of Brentwood, who instituted 
a search after finding the torn frag- 


ment of a coat while he was picking up 
coal along the tracks. 

Hemphill called Deputy Sheriff Ar- 
thur G. Hepburn. Cousins’ identity 
was established through Lem Baldwin, 
who recognized the coat as one he had 
given him, and Harry Clark, who identi- 
fied a blue shirt found on the body as 
one Cousins had worn the evening be- 
fore. 

Deputy Hepburn advanced the theory 
that Cousins was struck by a Baltimore 
bound passenger or freight train leav- 
ing Union Station between 2 and 6 
o’clock yesterday morning. He pro- 
posed to question the train crews of 
these relative to the accident. 

Justice of the Peace Herbert J. Mof- 
fat, acting coroner, will conduct an in- 
quest into the death at 8 o’clock Wed- 
nesday night in Firemen’s Hall, Hy- 
attsville. The body was removed to 
Gasch’s undertaking establishment in 
Hyattsville. Cousins, who lived by 
himself, is survived by a son, William J. 
Cousins, of Bradley Beach, N. J., and 
three brothers living in Georgetown and 
Cherrydale, Va. His wife died three 
years ago. 


FOUR HEROES OF ARMY 
GIVEN DECORATIONS 


Receive First Soldiers’ Med- 
als Created. to Reward 
Bravery in Peace. 


(Associated Press.) 
The first four awards of the Soldiers’ 
Medal, created by Congress as a decora- 
tion to be given to Army personnel for 
heroic action not involving conflict with 
an enemy, were announced yesterday at 
the War Department. 

The medals will go to John F. Burns 
and James P. Martin, both privates in 
the Fifty-sixth Ordnance Company, sta- 
tioned at the Pig Point (Va.)

E. T. MEREDITH SPEAKS 
AT NATIONAL MEETING 


Biennial Session of Highest 
Scottish Rite Council 
Begins Today. 


Masonic dignitaries from virtually 
every part of this country gathered 
yesterday in the House of the Temple, 
1733 Sixteenth street northwest, at 
memorial services for Albert Pike, who 
was supreme sovereign commander of 
the Southern jurisdiction of Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry from 1859 to 1861: 

Tribute to the memory of Pike was 
paid by E. T. Meredith, former Secre- 
tary of Agriculture,.in an address at 
the memorial services. Meredith de- 
clared Pike had done a great service 
to Masons of all time in providing a 
rare collection of religious doctrine 
which made available for study what 
was theretofore contained in a widely 
scattered mass of writings, “some of 
which would have otherwise remained 
to us a closed book.” 

“In all this storehouse of wisdom of 
the ages,” Meredith added, ‘“‘we are free 
to observe and contemplate, to enrich 
our minds, to enlarge our vision, to 
broaden our understanding, and to 
grow in appreciation of the marvelous 
gifts of the Great Architect of the Uni- 
verse to man, endowed with an intel- 
lect which aspires to knowledge of all 
truh.” 


Biennial Session Begins Today. 


The memorial services were held pre- 
ceding the biennial session of the Su- 
preme Council of Scottish Rite of Free- 
masonry, Southern jurisdiction, which 
will begin this morning at 10 o’clock. 
Pike, a philosopher and writer, de- 
voted a greater portion of his life to 
Scottish Rite Masonry, and by intensive 
research work was able to penetrate, to 
some extent, the wall of mystery which 
surrounds the origin of the Scttish 
Rite.

It is a maxim in the theatrical world 
that a play which has merit will never 
go begging for an audience.

Was a'time when sentiment held 
sway in the theater. It went outgof 
fashion some years ago. Only occa- 
sionally does ## come back. In “The 
Jazz Singer,” the comedy drama at 
the National, with George Jessel in the 
title role, there is a return to the 
olden, golden days. 

On the face of it,.“The Jazz Singer” 
is one of those plays made to order— 
with sympathetic appeal to mothem 
and father who, mayhap, have seen 


} their boys face situations similar to 


this depicted in the play; a lad who 
runs away from. home to follow his own 
bent, only to return in. the final 
balance; a boy who forsakes glamour 
for glory. Well, it sounds like what - 
the moderns call hokum—and it Is, 
after a fashion; but, in working out 
his story Samson Raphaelson. the 
author, struck a deeper keynote, one 
vibrant with all the emotion kindred 
to an gge-old devotion— father and 
mother love. 

George Jessel, who in his youthful 
years has entertained in the music 
halls, easily essays the role of a young 
centor, sixth in the line of heritage to 
@ precious possession; a singing voice. 
He goes from the synagogue to the show 
house, and back again in logical pro- 
cession; so that the transition from one 
phase to the other is easy and natural; 
what is more, in keeping with the 
thematic construction of the play. The 
boy is, forsooth, an actor-singer. And 
this is just what the role demands. 

There is a wealth of material in “The 
Jazz Singer’’—good, wholesome comedy; 
a straight-forward story; fine charac- 
ter delineation, and an ending builded 
stage by stage until it almost touches 
the sublime in theatricals. If it is 
shoddy and shop-worn in spots, always 
its saving and redeeming qualifications 
are just within reaching distance. 

Particularly fine is the mother role 
played by Ann Lowenwirth. Cantor 
Rabinowitz, in the hands of Joseph 
Shoengoldjs is ever true to the life: a 
stern old orthodox religionist who nev- 
er relinquishes an ideal. Since there 15 
such contrast between the sacred and 
profane spheres of life, there is room 
here for all manner of men and women. 
Edward Arnold, an erstwhile National 
Theater Player, gets a chance to do a 
striking bit as a Broadway producer. A 
high light in comedy is preserited by 
Sam Jaffe, comedian. to the manner 
born. 

In one grand moment of fervor, at 
the very end of the play, with synagogue 
services rendered by Posner’s Temple 
Choir, “The Jazz Singer” lifts itseif by 
its own boot straps out of the rut of 
comely comedies and lands on the list 
of lasting memories i nthe theater.
